We do not know much about this group 
of disorders, but we do know that the 
procession starts when the weather gets 
cool, the heat is turned on and the peo- 
ple come indoors.

Health 
Officers and others have been studying 
the records and they know that this or- 
der is followed in a groovelike way. 
They have not found any way for the 
community to break out of the groove. 
They know now that there will be a 
heavy pneumonia rate in January and 
that it will keep up until the end of 
But the individual man can do some 
thing to prevent himself from being 
drawn into the rapids. If he be old 
and feeble he can plan to spend this 


\Sickly season in a region where the cli- 


mate will permit him to remain out of 
doors all winter. A good way to escape 
pneumonia is to leave the heated house 
zone for territory where golf in the sun- 
light is a midwinter sport. 

If he be younger and more vigorous, 
a better vacation will be one that offers 
midwinter sports in the snow and on the 
ice. A vacation of this sort will supply 
the vigor needed to carry one through 
the pneumonia season. Those who must 
remain at home can plan to be out of 
doors as much as possible.
